MAN BRINGS HEAVY 
CASUALTIES. 


London, July

The British 
stick to their trenches to the last man 
and hence their lx*av> casualties. The 
French, Germans and Belgiatis have 
no sentiment ab out yielding ground, 
if to their military advantage to do 
so, especially when they can draw the 
enemy on to marked ranges. But the 
tradition of sticking it out to the last, 
Lorn of the days w hen man was pitted 
against man, instead of man against 
machine, is so strong in the British 
Army that one of the most important 
lessons of the war has yet to tie learn 


ed. 


These are tlx* ob servations of a Cu 
nudian surgeon, who has worked 
oh 
the three allied fronts 
in Flanders 
and made a study of different fighting 


methods. * 


According to his account, French 
uid German, unlike the British, lav 
no stress on holding their front Iiin* 
of trenches. In case of an attack they 
withdraw to the real lines. 
Being a 
¡ireful measured range, the enemy in 
aklng the first line gets into a wasp’s 
lest. Tlx* French, with marvelous ao 
•urary, 
pour in 
b oth shrapnel and 
ligli explosive shells from their la 
nous 7 f> field guns. 
When they as 
mine the offensive and capture a Ger 
nan trench, they protect their men 
,vith a curtain of fire ¡is long as pos- 
•ib le; b ut if its occupation Se em s like 
y to prove too expensive they 
with 
Iravv, measuring the ground as 
b est 
b ey can in their retreat in order 
to 
■erred the aim of their b atteries. 
Somewhat tlx* same tactics are fo! 
owed b y the Germans who, however, 
is»* machine guns instead of field cun 
ion. But tlie British hold on to thMr 
rout trench when attacked, and onto 
he captured trench when attacking, 
vlth ¡i c our a ge unexcelled In histoij 
Jut the.v act willi more courage than 
ntelligence, since they play into tlx* 
Wilds of the Germans b y their 
very 
ttub hur nness. 
British losses have almost ¡ill b een 
iix* to an effort to stick it out to the 
ast 
man, when 
tlx* French 
would 
'tave retreated, 
shelled out the foe 
uxl made a fresh attack. 'I tiis is 
tlx* 
French policy of attrition. It enab les 
hem to assume the offensive at will 
uxl to keep up a constant and wear 
ing action, while 
the British 
make 
heij- fight and then remain as they 
ire for long periods of inaction,
